VDeiphobus in pis coming affatled Biß ren 5 
and they jufted together : but Deiphohus beat Ring Creſſus 
dead to the ground, whereat-the Greeks were put to flight, 
Then Palamedes and Dyomedes, came with five and. twenty 
cyoufand men, that reüſted the Frojans: with them was Ring 
Fhelamor Ajax, that adbzeffed” him againſt Eutronfus, one of 
the Batards of, Ring Primus and ſmote him dead ko the 
ground, in fight of Deipughys,. who in a great rage ran upon 
Thelamon, and wounded F. When Palamedes ſaw this, be 
rok u Speac,and ran t Deiphobus and ſmote him in the baeaft, 
that the Spear entted inte bin bod, aud bzeaking de in the 
body of Deiphobus. © Wyen Paris ſaw his B2other wounded to 
death, be led him to the Gare of che City, and appointed his 
men to keep bim. As Deipliobus opened bis eps an 
Baother Paris, he ſaid: Bzother,-let me not fall withst 
ging my death: ere this Truncpeon be taken out of mp bo. 
dy, that ryou wilt revenge me on him that path ſlain me. Pa- 
ris pꝛomiſed him to do his beft : and returned into. the Battel, 
ſaid in himſelt, that bedefired to liue no longer, but fill he had 
revenged the death of bis Bzother : and ſeeking Palamedes, he 
found him in battel with King Serpedon, and palamedes de. 
kended bimſelf valiantly, and gave ſo great a ſiroke to Bing 
Serpedon, that he tut off his ſþoulder from his body, then Ring

Faris ſeeing the great damage that Palamedes did to them, 
bow with his pꝛowels he had put the Trojans to flight, be bent 
a ſirong Bow, and aiming well at Palamedes, ſhot to him an 
enbenomed Arrow, and ſmote him in the thꝛoat, and cut in two 
the matter vein, and Palamedes fell down to the earth: foz 
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The Deſtruction of Troy. By 
. whole death the Greeks made great ſoarow, and left the battel, 
und went unto-their Tents, there-held a parly againſt the Tro- 
jan$ and defended them ſtrongly.

flay him: and aftet ſent him to the Ring ot Greet, Idumeus, 
that was his Uncle.

Maid. Thus as Cetus had waitten to Clytemneſtra the wife of

Then Horeſtes pzayed him that he wouſi 
help bim fo revenge the death of his Father, ard ta recuner his 
Lands again. Mpereupon Idumeus delivered-to.himtatbouſund - 
aroied men. And Horeftes gathered out or orberplaces; another 
thouſand : ſo going toward Michas, he went by Traſim mbere 
TForenſis was Governour,of whom he got an hundzed ſouldiers: 
this did Forenſis fo2-the hatred he bare to Egitius,: becauſe the 
aid Egiſtus having eſpouſed pis Daugbter/.f6zſaohk her fo the 
love ok QAytemneſtra, So pe ſoyned with Hureſtes, to mate 
war againſt Egiſtus.
